I ask- 
ed my Inquirer at the Blind Asylum, 
an unusually well informed young 
man, w ho is preparing himself forcol- 

lege. 

" I would rather he blind, of course," 
lie replied. " Fancy t he horror of a 
lite without music or (he sound of 

Voices. 

" Which would JT0U rat her he, blind 
or deaf V" [ ,isk<.l Mr. Fox, a semi- 

niute teaoher at the Washington 
Heights Deaf and Dumb Institute. 
Mr. Fox speaks, but he cannot hear. 
" Deaf, of course," was the reply. 
" My eyes are worth a do/.en pair of 
ears. I know what life is. 1 walk 
around and enjoy myself. 1 see my 

friends. I read and take pleasure in 
piotures. I play hall ami row. 1 
run orOBS-COUntry races. I go lo the 
theater." 

"To the theater?" 

" Of course, and enjoy such plavs 
as I know the text of, too. Come 'lo 

our entertainment next Monday 
night in aid of the Peet Memorial 
Statue and you will see how deaf- 
mutes enjoy t hemselvcs."

The Manhattan Association meets 
every Thursday evening in the base- 
ment of Dr. (lallaudct's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in West I St h Street, near 
Fifth Avenue. Its regular business 
meetings are held on the first Thurs- 
day of the month, on the second de- 
bates, and on the third lectures are 
given, and its object is to promote the 
moral and social welfare of its mem- 
bers. The president is Anthony 

Capelli, and the secretary is Charles 
J. LeCleroq, of 886 Weal 41st Street. 

This is the general club, to which the 
transient deaf-mute visitor to t.iwn 
always goes. Its meetings are made 
occasions of renewal of old acquain- 
tance between men who live here, and 
those who live out of town. It has a 
flourishing membership) and is in a 
thriving condition. 

Deaf-mute clubs are like various 
branches of some seeiet society. 
There are clubs in all of the large 
cities, and the secretaries keep up a 

lively correspondence, exchanging 
courtesies, sending invitations to 
entertainments, and conducting the 
usual business between the local 
bodies of an order.

Besides the clubs there are a number 
of athletic organizations connected 
with the Washington I leights Institu- 
tion. Most deaf boys ;l re fond of 
athletic sports. They are active and 
restless, and in the gymnasium and 
on the ball field they are able to find 
as much amusement as hearing boys 
do. There are two excellent base-ball 
clubs and two harrier clubs in the 
school, and they turn out some 
mighty good (.layers.

This restless activity of the deaf- 
mutes is utilized by the leading inst- 
ructors thorough! the country 
the Washington Heights School trades 
aretaught and the boys come out first - 
class workmen. During the last year 
there were over ,'t() printers in the 
school composing room and the report 
to the Legislature was turned out of 
that shop as creditable a piece of 
work as any printer in town would 
care to father. 

Besides being taught the printer's 
trade, the boys arc taught shocmak- 

ing, cabinet making, carpentering, 

tailoring, gardening and art decorat- 
ing. The girls arc instructed in dress- 
making, shirtmaking, plain sewing 
and art work. 

What is the result of this method 

of instruction? 

Dr. Peet answers this question with 
a startling array of figures, lie says 
that since the institution was opened 
in IS18 there have been 3,200 pupils 
enrolled on the bool ' of whom 

were graduated. Not loo of these 
have been dependent, either as paup- 
r criminals, upon the public 
Support since they left the institution.
